Mayor Outlined Recent Accomplishments, 
Future Goals in ‘State of the City’ Address

Mayor Alan R. Lambert's annual 
"State of the City" address — delivered 
during the Greater Romulus Chamber 
of Commerce's monthly business lun- 
cheon on January 16 — was a reassur- 
ing message for Romulus residents fac- 
ing difficult economic times. 

"Today, | am pleased to report that 
the state of our city is strong, and our 
future looks even better," said Lambert. 
"During the past year alone, Romulus 
was named the third highest city in 
Wayne County to successfully bring in 
new commercial development and new 
jobs to our city. ... Nearly half a billion 
dollars in estimated construction has 
taken place in this city since | first as- 
sumed office [five years ago]." 

Lambert acknowledged thatthe City 
will face many challenges in the coming 
years, but he believes that his adminis- 


tration is up to the task of meeting them 
through a combination of continued de- 
velopment and financial prudence. 

"| am proud to say that we are 
continuing our own aggressive economic 
developmentinitiatives at the City level," 
he noted. "It is our goal to have new 
companies and their employees find 
Romulus an exciting place to live, to 
work, and to do business." 

These efforts have led to a number 
of currentand upcoming developments, 
said Lambert, including the construc- 
tion of a new Fairfield Inn Hotel and a 
Public Service Credit Union corporate 
office, as well as plans for another new 
hotel and retail complex at the former 
Ramada Inn site.
